Ans. The control forces in the ficlad are headed by'Mr. Yorthley, general 
supervisor, under whom are two district supervisors, H. N. Bartley for the 
easLern Givision with headcuarters,in Erie; and KH. C. Brewer forthe western 
division locsted in Cleveland. Sach county will have a locel man as county 
supervisor assisted by about 6 inspectors and a number of clean-up crews 
with their crew foreman. All engineerins and equipment maintenance work 
is in charge of C. 0. Reed of Ohio State University with R. D. Gray of the 
U. S. Department of Acriculture associated with him. Supplies and machin- 
ery Will be distributed from 5 supply stations located at Silver Creek, 
Nite moeeeerstown, | Pa. tilyria, Ohio, ) Auburn, Indy, and Howell, Mich. 
4, What kinds of special machinery and supply equipment will be used by the 
resulatory forces in the enforced clean-up? 


Ans. Two important special pieces of machinery will be used, stubble 
pulverizers and burning apparatus. The studble pulverizer will be used 

to destroy stubble standing in the field and in last year's cornfields 
already seeded to other crops. The burning epparatus consists of a heavy- 
duty truck with fuel-pressure tank and pump end burning carriage with 
nozzles generating heat of 1400°F. Other pieces of machinery will include 
light and heavy trucks, tractors, and plows. 
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
